Honeſty is a quiet paſling over the 4ays 
of a mans lite, without doing Injury to ano 
ther man. | 

* Theres required 55 an Honeſt man, not 
ſo much to doe every thing as he would 


be done u779, as to forbear any thing that | 


he wO1d not be content to ſuffer ; For 
tz Eſſence of Honeſty conſiſts in forbea- 
ring to doe ill: And to good AR is a 
proper Paſſion, and no Eſſentiall part of 
Honeſty. As Chaſtity is the Honeſty of 
Women, ſo Honeſty is the Chaſtity of 
Men. Fither of them once impaired 1s 
trreco%erable. For a Woman that hath 
loſt tier Maidenhead, may as eaſily recover 
it, asa Manthat hath once taken liberty 
0.fbeing a Knave can be reſtored to the ti- 
tle of an Honeſt Man. For Honeſty doth 
not conliſt in the doing of one, or one 
thouſand acts never ſo well ; but in ſpin- 
ning on the delicate thredds of life, though 
not exceeding Fine, yet free from 9 
an 
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and Staines. | We doe not call him an 
Honeſt man, but a Worthy man, that 
doth brave eminent Acts: But we give him 
the title of an Honeſt man, of whom no 
man can truly report any ill. 

+ The moſt eminent part of Honeſty is 
Trath . not in Words (though that be ne- 
cefſarily required) but in the Conrſe of 
his life ; in his Profeſſion of Friendſhip ; 
in his Promiſe of Rewards and Benefits to 
thoſe that depend upon him ; and prate- 
full acknowledging thoſe good turns that 
he receives from any man. | 

The greateſt Oppoſite to Honeſty is 
Falſhood ; and as that is commonly wai- 
ted upon with Cunning & Diſſimulation, 
ſo is Honeſty with Diſcretion and Aſſu- 
rance. 

It is true that Cuſtome makes ſome appa- 
rently falſe ; ſome through Impudence , 
and too much uſe; and other ſome for 
want of Diſcretion , which if they had 
had, ſhuuld have been employed in Cove- 
ring it. And there be ſome in whom 
(though it be impoſſible Honeſty ſhould 
be a Fault in Society) their indiſcreet ma- 
naging of it, makes it holden for a thing 
thats merely a Vice, a wonderfull trouble- 
ſome Companion. | 

An Honeſt man is as neer an Aptitude 
to become a Friend, as Gold is to become 
Coyn:hewill melt with good Offices well 
done, and will eaſily take the ſtampe of 
true Friendſhip ; and having once taken 

it 
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it, though it may be bended and bruiſed , 
yet:{till will-keep his ſtamp clean without 
Ruſt.or Canker, and is not aſhamed to be 
encloſed nt, ,but is contented to-have all 
his glory ſeen.through it onely. 

Iris of it ſelf a Competent {Eſtate ef 
Vertue, able te-ſupply all neceſſary parts 
.ofitto a Mans own particular ; and a 
Man that is born to it, may ratfe himſelf 
to aneminency in all Vertues ; though 
of itfelf it will not furniſh a Man with 
the abilities of.doing any glorious thing, 
It is pity that Honeſty ſhould be abſtrac- 
ed from the luſtre of all .other Vertues. 
But if there be ſuch an Honeſty , the fit- 
teſt Seat for 1t is the Countrey , where 
there will be little need of any greater 
Ability, and it will be leaſt ſubje& to Cor- 


ruption. And therefore, ſince it is the | 


Foundation upon which a man may build 
rhat part of his life which reſpe&tsConver- 
fation, hethat builds upon.it (let his aCti- 
-ons be never ſo mean.) ſhall be ſure ofa 
good, though not of a great Reputa- 
'tion; whereas letting it periih, let the 
reſt of the Building of his life be never ſo 
eminent, itwill ferve but to make the

Kings , when the darins Earl of L-ceſter 
was flain at Eveſh:m., This Chance , 
and the deare experience H-»»y the third 
himſelf had made art the Parliament at 
(xfordinthe 40 yeare of his Raigne, 
and the mzmory of the many ſtreishts 
his Father was driven unto, eſpecially at 
Ren#:- neat near {torr brought this K. 
wiſely to begin what his Succeſfors fortu- 
nately fiatthed, in le{sning the ſtrength 
& power of his great Lords. And this was 
wrought by ſearchins into the Regality 
rhey had uſurped - over their peculiar 
Soveraigns ( whereby they were ( as the 
Book at St. A/baxs tearmeth them) ©/#or 
Domin: tot Tyranni ) and by weakning 
that hand of power which they carryed 
in the Parliaments, by commanding the 
ferviee of many Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeſles to that great Councell Now 
began the frequent ſending of Writs to 


the Commons, their affents not only:

lawes ( for before all Ordinances paſled 
by the King and Peers ) but their con- 
ſent in ludgments of all natures, whether 
Civi or Cyiminall.

luſt of Princes, therefore this King cannor paſs 
blameleſs, that would ſo eafily blemiſh all 
former merits of ſo good a leryant , for that 
wherein himſelf was chief in fault. 

But Princes natures are more variable , and 
ſooner cloid than others,more tranſitory their 
favours , and as their mindsare large , ſo they 
eaſily oyer-look their firſt election, tying their 
affections , no further than their own ſatis- 
factions. 

The Biſhop now alone manageth the State; 
chooſeth his chief inftrument, Peter de Rivalles, 
a man like himſelf; diſplaceth his natives, and 
draweth Poi#ions and Brittons into Offices 
of belt truſt, and benefit; and the King into an 
evil opinion of his people.

And therefore at the entrie of this War, 
they cried Libertie , although when they 
cms near to an end, they never ſpake word 
of it. 


At Lewi the Armies met , where the King Will de 
endeavours a reconciliation, but in vain , for Ae/hane 
perſwaſions are eyer unprofitable , when-Ju- gere 


tice is inferiour to force. | 

The ſword decides the difference, and gave 
the two Kings,and their eldeſt Sons prifonets. 
The Perſon now as well as the Regal power, 
thus in the hands of Mountford and Glocefter, 
found neither bond of ſecuritie, nor expeRati= 
on of libertie, but what the emulous compe- 
tition of greatneſs (which now began to break 
out between theſe mightie Rivals, ) gave hope 
of, for Leyceſter meaning by ingrofling from 
his partner, to himlelf, the perſon of the King, 
and to his followers the beſt portion of the 
ſpoil, to draw more fruit from this advantage, 
than it ſhould in fellowſhip yield , diffolyed 
the knot of all their amitie. | 

Thus equal Authoritie, with the ſame pow= 
er, is ever fatal (we ſee) to all great ations: for 
to fit minds to ſo even a temper, that they 
{ſhould not have ſome motions of difſenting is 
impoſſible, 

Mountford having thus broken all faith 
with his confederates, and dutie to his Sove- 
reign, left the path of moderation aw 4 

om, 
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dome, to come to the King , by that of pride 
. and diſtruſt. To him, hetelleth, that his aims 
and ends had no other object ever but order 
of the State, and eaſe of the people,that he did 
at in this, carry affeftion againſt dutie, bur 
well knew how to rein his deſires, to his juſt 
power,and fo no leſs to his Majeſties content, 
f he would be ruled; which was to command 
the Forts and Caſtles of his now oppoſite G!o= 
ceſter, and the reſt into his hands, It was bard 
 tothis King thus to take a Law from his in- 
feriour, but neceſſitie in Sovereign affairs doth 
often force away all formalitie; and therefore 


_ "this poor Prince, who now at the Victors diſ- 


cretion. ſeeined to have been onely raiſcd to 
ſhow the inconſtancie of fortune , and vanitie 
of. Man, ſuited himſelf with incomparable 
wiſdom, according to the neceſſitie of the 
time; neither did humilitie wrong Majeſtie, 
When there was no other means to contain 
Spirits ſo inſolent, but diſſembling. He there- 
fore ſummoneth in his own perſon the fortsof 
his falteſt friends, to yield to his, greateſt enc- 
mies. This he enters in ſhew as his lodging, 


bur in effect his priſon,and ſaw himſelf forced. 


to arm againſt his friends, and to receive now 
Law from him, to whom he lately thought to 
give it. Thus Leyceſter is become a darling of 
the Common rout, who cafily change to eve- 
ry new Maſter, but the reſt durſt not fail along 
with his fortune, by the light of his glory.Chri- 
ftal that fairly gliſtereth doth eaſily break , and 
as the aſcent of uſurping royaltie is {lipperie, 
ſo the top is (haking, and the fall fearfull. To 
hold this man then at the entrie of his falſe 
felicitie fully happic , was but to give the 
name 
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name of the image to the mettle that was not 

yet molten, for by this, the impriſoned Prince 

was eſcaped , and falt aſſured of Gloceſter, by 

the knot of his great mind,and discontent,and 
both with the torn remainder of the loyal 
Armie united, and by ſpeedie march, arrived 
unlooked for, near Eve/}am , to the unarmed 
Troups of the ſecure Rebels, whom they in- 
Rantly aflailed, for it was no fit ſeaſon to give 
time, when no time did aſſure (ſo much, as ex-- 
pedition did promile. 

Diſpencer, and other Lords of that faRion, 
made towards the King , with the belt {peed 
for mercy , but could not break out, being 
ew 0x0 along the ſtorm of the giddie multi- 
ru Co 

Publick motions depends on the condut 
of Fortune , private on our own carriage; 
we muſt beware of running down ſteep 
hills with weightie bodies, they once in 
motion , Suo feruntur pondere , ops are 
not then voluntarie; but Leyce/ter at that 
inſtant with the King, and out of the 
Rorm might have eſcaped, if His courage 
and hope had not made him more reſ0- 
lute by misfortune , ſo that he could 
neither forſake his followers, nor his 
ambirion ; Thus making adyerſitie the 
_ of his virtue, he came and

The King by the blefled fortune freed , 
and obeyed, began to ſearch the ground of 
his former miſerie , and why that virtue and 
fortune,that had (o long ſettled & maintained, 
under his Anceltorsthe glory of his Empire; 
had caſt her in his time off, and PP

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51.52.  T yrants ſhed bloud for pleaſure, Kings for 
Hen, 3. neceſſity, yet leaſt his Juſtice and power might 
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- With her Enemies, to her almoſt ruine, as if 


the Genigs of. theflate had quite forſook her ; 
Here he finds his waſtefull hand had been too 
nick , both over the fortunes and the bleſ- 

wes of his People, the griping Avarice of 
his Civil Miniſters , and lawleſs liberty of his 
Martial followers , the neglect of grace , and 
breach of his word , to have loſt his Nobility 
at home,and neceſſity his Reputation abroad, 
by making Merchandizeof peace, and war, 
as his laſt refuge ; fo leaving his old Allics, 
became enforced to betake himſelf to perſons 
doubtfull, or injured , and that by giving over 
himſelf toa ſenſuall ſecurity, and referring all 
to baſe, greedy,and unworthy Miniſters, whole 

ouncels were ever more ſubtle than ſubſtan- 
tiall , he had thrown down thoſe pillars of 
ſovereignty , and ſafety , Reputation abroad, 
and Reyerence at home. | 

He now therefore making ſweetneſs and 
clemency the entrances of his regained Rule, 
for the faults of moſt of the late Rebels he 
forgot , a gracious kind of pardoning , not to 
take knowledge of offences, others he forgot, 
that they might live but to the glory of his 
goodneſs , for the fewer killed , the more re- 
mains to adorn the Trophee. 


roo much ſuffer in grace and mercy , ſome 
few be puniſhed by ſmall fines,fome by baniſh- 
ment , as the two guiltleſs, yet unpitied Sons 
of the Arch-traitour. Treaſon ſo hatefull is 
to the head , that it draweth (we ſee in this, ) 
the carriage of the innocent children into an 
everlaſting ſuſpet, and what is kepion in 
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others is guile in them: Upon the conſtant fol. 
lowers of his broken fortunes he beſtowed, 
but with a more wary hand than before, the 
forfeiture of his enemies 2: Immoderare libe. 
rality he had found but a weak means to win 
love , for it loſt more in the gathering, than it 
gained in the giving. This bounty beſtowed 


Without reſpet , was taken without grace, 


diſcredited the receiyer, and detrafteth from 
the judgement of the giver , and blunted the 
appetites of ſuch, as carried their hopes out 
of virtue and ſervice: Thus at laft , he learned

that reward and reprehenſion juſtly laid , do Dye. 


ballance Government, and that it much im- 


porteth a Prince , the hand to be equal that 


holdeth the ſcale. 

In himſelf, he reformed his natural errours, 
Princes manners , though a mute Law , haye 
more of life and vigour than thoſe of letters, 
and though he did ſometimes touch upon 
the yerge of vice, he forbore eyer after to en- 
ter the circle. 

His court, whercin at thistime, the faults 
of great men did not onely by approbation, 
but Imitation receive true comfort , and ale 
thority ; for their crimes now became exam- 
ples, and cuſtomes hepurged very judicious- 
ly and ſeverely , fince from thence proceeds 
cither the regular or irregular condition of 
the Common fate, 

Expence of houſe he meaſureth by the juſt 
Rule of his proper revenew, and was heard 
often to ſay, that his exceſs of waſt before had 
been an iſſue of his SubjeRsbloud , the inſo= 
Jency of his Souldiers made lawleſs by the 


late liberties of Ciyil arms , he endeth in 


forreign 
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forreign expedition. Having ſeen,that the qui- 
et Spitits underwent all the former Calami- 
Ties , and the other neyer were fatisfied but in 
the miſery of Innocents, and would , if they 
had no enemies abroad , ſeck out at home, as 
they had done betore. 

The rigour and corruption of his judi» 
cial Officers he examineth, and redrefſeth by 
ſtria Commiſſion; For the ſence of their ſeve- 
rity , became a murmure of his own cruelty. 

The ſeats of Judgement and Councel , he 


de Trail filled up with men nobly born. For ſuch at- 


baſton. 


tract with leſs offence, the generous (pirits 
to reſpeR and reverence. Their Abilities he 
meaſureth not by favour , or by Private In- 
formation, as before but by publick voice, for 
every man in particular may deceive and be 
deceived , but no man can deceive all, nor 
all one. 

And to diſcover now his own Capacity, 
and what part he meaneth to bear hereafter 
in all deliberate Expeditions, he fitteth him- 
ſelf in Councel dayly , and dilpoleth affairs 
of moſt weight in his own perſon. For Coun- 
cellours be they neyer ſo wile or worthy, are 
bunt as acceſlaries, not principals , in ſ\uſtenta- 
of the State ; their Office muſt be {ubjeftion, 
not fellow{hip in conſiderations of moment, 
and to have ability to adviſe, not authority 
to relolye. | 

For astolive, the Prince muſt havea par- 
ticular ſoul , ſo to rule his proper and intern 
Councel; without the one he can never be 
truely man , without the other , he ſhall never 
be ſecurely a Prince ; for it offendeth as well 


the Miniſter of (merit ) as the people to force 
9bediencc 
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obedience to one uncapable of his own great- 
neſs, or unworthie of his fortunes. This won= 
derfull change to the general State ( ſo hope. 
leſs lately to recoyer her former libertie, they 
ſought now for nothing but the mildeſt ſervi- 
tude ) brought them home again with admi- 
ration to his devotion,and their own dutie. 
He that will lay ( weſe) the foundation of 
greatneſs upon popular loye , mult give them 
Eaſe and |uſtice, for they meaſure the bond 
of their obedience, by the good always that 
they receive. Barth. 
This Peace attended, ever after, his age and park 4 
hearſe, and he happily lived to faſhion his own ax 
Son and Succefſour,and to make him Partner <2” war 
of his own experience and authoritie ; whoſe Nerwic 
own hard education training him from that 
-ntemperance, which make men inferiour to 
beaſts , framed him to affect glorie,and virtue; 
which made him ſuperiour to men. So that 
all the actions of his future Reign were exat 
grounds of Diſcipline and Policie ; for his 
beſt ſucceflour to rule by after, who as he was 
the firſt of his name ſince the Conqueſt, ſo was 
he the firſt that ſettled the Law and State, de- 
ſerving the Stile of Englands Juſtinian , and 
| freed this Kingdom from the wardſhipof the 
Peers, (hewing himſelf in all his AQjons after, 
capable to Command not the Realm onely, 
but the whole World. 
Thus do the wrongs of our Enemies more 


than our own diſcretions, make usſometimes 
both Wile and Fortunate,
